PUZZLED CONAN DOYLE. 


| Toronto Murder Proved Too Much For 
Creator of Sherlock Holmes, 


One of the most deplorable things 
about a mysterious murder is the 
manner in which the general public 
| loses its head and manufactures evi- 
dence out of airy imaginings. There 
| has been repeated precisely what hap- 
pened in this city a dozen years ago, 
when a prominent young man 
Parkdale was shot in the doorway of 
his own home under most mysterious 
| circumstances. The great grief of his 
family was augmented in a most ter- 
rible degree by the base and morbid 
suspicions of the local public, not un- 
assisted by one or two indiscreet po- 
lice officers. 

It subsequently turned out that the 
murder has been commitied in a man- 
ner exceeding the scnsations of the 
crudest melodrama by a young wo- 
man in men’s clothing who took this 
means of avenging a fancied insult. 
Then the public mind was relieved, 
but people turned about and made a 
heroine of the young woman, 

It interesting to note that in 
connection with this case the ser- 
vices of Sir A. Conan Doyle were en- 
listed and shown to be much less 
efficient than that of his creation, 
Sherlock Holmes. At the time the 
murder occurred Doyle was lecturing 
in America under Major Pond’s man- 
agement. It occurred to the city edi- 
tor of a morning abe arte that an 
opinion from him would intensely in- 
terest the public. He was. pretty 
sure of an answer, because the nove- 
list was booked io appear in Toronto

and his management was far too as- | 


tute to let slip such a chance for pub- 


licity. So a plain story of the crime | 
was sent to him, together with news- | 
paper clippings covering all available | 


points in the story. Conan Doyle cour- 
teously replied, stating that it would 
be impossible for him to formulate a 
| theory, that the facts were all so cur- 
ious as to edmit of many theories. 
By the time he canie to Toronto the 
mystery had been unravelled, and in 
an interview he told the reporter of 


the journal in question that there was | 
one very good reason why he never 


publicly attempted to solve real mur- 
ders.

MYST FRIOUS | EXPLORER 


PUNDIT A-K HAS SPENT YEARS 
IN THIBET. 


Secret Agent of British Government 
In India Has Surveyed Many 
Hundreds of Miles In the Forbid- 
den Land During Wanderings of 
Nine Years—Counted the Miles by 
Saying. Prayers on Rosary. 


The survey of India has produced 
in ite annual report the portrait ot 
the greatest of Indian explorers. He 
was known’ to geographers for years 
as the Pundit A-K. His identity was 
not revealed as long as he was likely 
to be employed again in the explora- 
tion of Thibet, where no white man 
or East l...ian was permitted to 
travel. 

When he became superannuated 
the Government gave A-K a grant of 
land and other rewards for his re- 
markable services, and since then 
he has been known as the Pundit 
Krishna. The story of his wander- 
ings for nine years in a forbidden 
land, even when told in the plain, 
dry style of officjal reports, reads 
like a romance. 

There was not a waking moment 
when he was not acting a part. Born 
on the frontier of Thibet, he could 
talk the language of the country like 
a native, and this was his one great 
advantage. 

He traveled always as a Thibetan, 
now as a merchant with a consider- 
able stock of goods, then as an itiner- 
ant pedler, again as a Buddhist de- 
votee reciting sacred verses from 
hamlet to hamlet, and on twu wu 
three occasions, when necessity com- 
pelled, he secured employment as a 
herder of sheep and goats. 

If his secret had been discovered 
his life would have paid the penalty. 
He was in peril many times and was 
occasionally arrested and detained 
as a suspicious character, but he al- 
ways had a straight story to tell, and 
the truth was never known till he was 
living in the retirement: and peace 
which he had earned. 

His greatest mishaps were that rob- 
bers despoiled him twice of nearly 
everything he could use in paying 
his way. Otherwise he never met 
with any personal ill treatment, and 
the reports he made are remarkable 
for the absence of any expression of 
animosity against those who did him 
harm 


The Indian Government thought it 
politically of great importance w 
learn more about the vast closed 
country to the north, in which were 
hidden the resources of three of the 
greatest of India’s rivers—the Indus, 
the Sutlej and the Brahmaputra. So 
the Government trained a number of 
Hindus who gave promise of becom- 
ing intelligent and skilful observers 
and taught them the arts of explora- 
tion. 

They learned how to make route 
surveys and to determine heights and 
latitudes. It was strongly impressed 
upon them that they must keep an 
unbroken record of the bearings and 
distances on their routes from place 
to place and also determine a few 
latitudes. With this information a 
fairly accurate map might be made 
of their travels. 

They were to obtain distances by 
counting their paces. This is a very 
tiresome thing to do, but the Pundit 
A-K kept it up for practically every 
step on his journeys through Thibet. 

Sometimes he was so well to do 
that he had two .or three horses to 
carry his trade eoods, and the people 
thought it setonishing that they never 
saw him ridine. Once he was clap- 
ped into jail by the governor of the 
district who thought him worth 
watching. He was released through 
the good offices of a lama, or Bud- 
dhist priest, who had seen him be- 
fore and thought him the humblest 
and most devout man he had ever 
met, 

The lama invited the Pundit to his 
monastery. 600 miles away. through 
an unexplored region, and the ex- 
plorer had to ride a horse to keep 
up with the party. He counted every 
pace of his horse, kept up all his 
scientific abservations, and no one 
was the wiser. 

The way he contrived to lull sus- 
picion all thronrh his four journeys 
was very effective and ingenious. 
He managed matters so that the 
more scientific work he did the larger 
grew his reputation as 1 Thibetan of 
remarkable sanctity. As he walked 
his lips were always moving and it 
was evident that he was praying. 

Appearances are deceptive, for he 
was merely counting his paces under 
his breath. He was always finger- 
ing his Buddhist rosary and every 
minute or so he would drop a bead. 
This act did not record another pruy- 
er uttered, but one hundred paces 
walked. 

When the Pundit and his servant 
reached the Indian border on the 
last homecoming they were emaci- 
ated with their hardshi aps, ragged und 
destitute, but they felt triumphaus, 
for they had brought home every 
instrument they had taken away and 
reserved every journal and field 

k. None of his brethren in the 
survey equalled the exploits of a-K 
and he is counted among the leading 
explorers of Thibet; but he had nis 
limitations like his fellow-surveyurs. 

Many have supposed that the Asia- 
tic explorers of the Indian survey 
were. ed native gentlemen. but 


this was not tie case. The ‘survey 
was never able to secure the services 
of well educated natives who at the 
same time possessed the hardihood, 
courage and endurance required of 
an explorer in Thibet.

York this season. Sokolsky is a Rus- 
sian, the only support of his mother 
and sisters, and Oaruso heard ‘him 
sing in a Pittsburg church in April.

They Were Quite Common in the Sev- 
enteenth Century. 

Of the various examples that have 

been given of early specimens of the 


| clockmaker’s art not the least interest- 
| Ing are the several types of lamp 


clocks. One of these was of a kind 
quite common in the seventeenth cen- 
tury and consisted of a lamp burner 


| placed at the base of a glass oil recep- 
| tacle mounted vertically on a suitabie 
| standard. ‘fle oil reservoir had at- 


fached to it a scale facing the burner 
and showing the hours, beginning at + 
o'clock in the afternoon, at which time 
the lamp was to be lighted in winter, 
and ending at 7 o’clock in the morning. 
The lamp being lighted, the gradually 
descending level of the oil as combus- 
tion proceeded marked the hours. 

The other device, of later origin, dat- 


| Ing back to the.beginning of the last 


century, utilized the same principle, It 
consisted of two communicating oil 
chambers, superposed by a clock dial. 
In one of the chambers was placed a 
night lamp to illuminate this dial, and 
In the other was suspended a float 
from a cord which passed around a 
small pulley. ‘The latter was mounted 
on a horizontal axis ending in the cen- 
ter of the dial. The float of course de- 
scended as the oil was consumed and 
carried the index hand along with it, 
thus marking the. hours precisely ag

70,000 AMERICANS WILL CROSS 
BORDER THIS SEASON 


Movement from the United States Now 
Predicted to Pass All Records for 
Previous Seasons—Rush to Alberta 
and Saskatchewan so Great that 
the Government has arranged to 
Supply Large Furnished Tents 
Winnipeg.—Whatever the extent of 
the immigration from Europe _ to 
Western Canada may be this year, it 
is confidently predicted that the move- 
ment from the United States will beat 
all records. Certain enthusiastic land 
men in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
speak of one hundred thousand Ameri 
cans as the probable number who wil' 
cross the boundary line with their 
effects or as land buyers during ‘the 
fiscal year. These men state that the 
competition for settlers from the states 
of the southwest is much less keen 
than was the case two years ago, and 
that Téxas and similar areas cannot 
offer the inducements equal to those 
of Canada. 


That the movement will be excep. | 


tionally large this year is shown by 
the present influx on all lines run- 
ning into the prairie provinces from 
the south. Trains in two sections are 
the rule on the Soo line running into 
Moose Jaw, and all the trains carrying 


large numbers of Americans from the | 


states of the central west, Special 
settlers’ trains, with large numbers of 
cars loaded with effects are also being 
operated, and the amount of material 
wealth being brought into the country 
amounts to millions monthly. The 
movement from the south is already 
so large that the regular officers of 
the Dominion department of immigra- 
tion have been unable:to perform the 
duties required, and extra men have 
been put on both at North Portal and 
at Emerson. J. Bruce Walker, com. 
missioner of immigration, states that 
the reports already made to the gov- 
ernment show that twice as many 
Americans have entered the country 
so far this season as in the correspond. 
ing period of last year.

Mr. Folk declared that a clash _be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
is inevitable, and that it will come 
in the not distant future is his belief.

Amundsen's Next Voyage in Arctics 


Christiania.—Capt. Roald Amund- 
sen has mow completed arrangements 
for his drifting expedition in search 
of the north pole, in Nansen’s famous 
ship, the Fram. He has selected as 
his captain Lieut. Englestad, of the 
Norwegian army. The Fram is being 
overhauled and strengthened, and she 
probably will be ready to leave Chris- 
tiania early next year. Capt. Amund- 
sen will accompany the steamer out 
of the fjord, but will return and later 
proceed to America, and thence to 
Nome, Alaska, where the Fram, which 
goes by way of Cape Horn, will pick 
him up. From Nome the expedition 
will enter the Arctic Ocean through 
Behring Straits. 


Eight Dreadnoughts 

London.—There are good reasons for 
believing that the cabinet has already 
decided to build eight Dreadnoughts 
and has notified the shipbuilders of 
the intention to lay down the second 
four within the fiscal year, The de- 
bete in the House of Commons appears 
almost to have flattened the NPittle 
Navy’ party.

A New Aerodrome 


Boston.—A new aerodrome that 
promises to revolutionize present 
methods of air navigation has been 
invented by George A. Metcalf, a re- 
tired inventor uf Malden. The aero- 
drome is called the “Flying Auto’’ for 
want of a better name. The whole 
principle of the new airship is to be 
found in its propellers. They are 
nothing more than ordinary electric 
fans, built on a large scale. When 
the blades are made to revolve in a 
horizontal position they cushion the 


air beneath them, causing the ma- | 


chine to rise straight up. The dis- 
tinct feature of the machine is that 
these propellers instead of being 


rigidly attached to the shaft may be 
tipped.at an angle horizontally on 
either side of it in order to propel the 
machine in any desired direction. By 
means of leveys attached to the shaft 
the propellers are turned in either 
direction as simply as turning the 
steering gear of an automobile. Sta- 
bility is gained by having the propel- 
lers revolve in opposite directions.

ALBERTA TO BUILD 800 MILES OF 
TELEPHONE LINES 


Estimate Given of What Telephone 
Branch of Alberta Public Works 
Will Construct This Year—Greater 
Part of Extension Will Benefit 
Rural Districts—May Soon Have 
Connection With Pacific Slope 


Edmonton.—Eight hundred miles of 
new telephone lines in the province of 
Alberta is the probable estimate of 
what the telephone branch of the Al- 
berta public works department will 
construct this year. 

The mileage for last year was about 
800 miles, but the demands this year 
are greatly in excess of anything the 
telephone superintendent has known. 
If all the demands from the four quar- 
ters of the province were granted 
there would be between 2,000 and 
3,000 miles constructed instead of 800 

At the present time nearly 500 tele- 
phone extensions have been approved 
of by the department. The contracts 
for the entire equipment have been 
let and distribution to the various 
points required is going on daily. Be- 
tween 11,000 and 12,000 poles have 
been ordered, mostly from a contrac- 
tor working near Spruce Grove. Poles 
are, however, being secured from dif- 
ferent places and are being bought 
from farmers at the same price that is 
paid to contractors. 
| All the poles required have already 
been laid from Edmonton to Cooking 
Lake and for several miles out from 
Olds. The wire is coming from Win- 
nipeg and Germany. and at the pres- . 
ent time a considerable quantity of it 
has been delivered. If conditions were 
favorable the actual work of con- 
structing lines would be going on at 
once, but it will probably be May 1 
before any move is made. 

During the winter months five gangs 
of men have been busy rebuilding ex- 
changes at points where the increased 
business has outgrown the capacity of 
the exchanges for handling the work. 
This was the case at Wetaskiwin, 
Olds, Medicine Hat and Lacombe. 
Work is still in progress, rebuilding 
going on at Raymond and Magrath. 
At Lethbridge an entirely new ex- 
change has been constructed. 

The greater proportion of the new 
lines will be in rural districts. Among 
these lines to be constructed are Ed- 
monton to Cooking Lake, a distance of 
20 miles; Curlew to Trochu valley, 12 
miles; Calgary eastward, making for 
Gleichen, and a toll line from Taber 
t» Medicine Hat, a distance of 90 
miles. 

Another toll circuit will. be con- 
structed from Calgary to MacLeod and 
from Edmonton to Fort Saskatchewan 
to accommodate the increasing traffic 
between these points. 

A very important extension may be 
constructed from Blairmore west to 
meet the Kootenay lines ip British 
Columbia. This line would give the 
people of Alberta telephone connec- 
tion with Seattle, Vancouver and 
other Pacific points. 

When the construction work is well 
under way there will be seven or eight 
gangs of men working in different 
parts of the provinge, which means 
that there will be well on to 150 men 
in the province building telephone 
lines this summer. 


Short of Implements 

Hamilton.—The west this year faces 
a famine of farm implements with 
little hope of relief, according to state- 
ments made by the International Har- 
vester and another workshop. The 
management of these concerns had al- 
together underestimated the demand, 
and did not foresee that the prairie 
west would so rapidly recover from 
tlhe period of depression. Already all 
manufacturers both here and in 
| Toronto are overwhelmed with more 
orders from Winnipeg than they can 
| fill, and the season is so far advanced 
tiat it is quite impossible to catch up 
orders by the increasing output.
